Then’ is wide difference of opinion regarding independence 
for the Filipino people, a difference which exists not only among 
the Filipinos themselves but in our own nation as well. 
We took 
over the Philippine Islands as one result of the war with Spain 
and they have been a problem ever since. 
.Just now many of our 
politicians have awakened to the fact that the duty free goods 
coming from the islands are a potent threat to our own farmers, 
hence the clamor of these gentlemen for freedom for the Filipino. 
“Way hack when” Bryan was making his second struggle for the; 
presidency in 1900 he heralded the independence of the Filipino as 
the “paramount issue,” pictured McKinley and the* republican 
party as slave drivers, told of the* man on horseback and made 
every effort to free the serfs and incidentally elect himself to the 
presidency. 
The voters turned down Bryan’s impassioned pleas at that 
time by an overwhelming majority and since 1900 the islands and 
their government have been permitted to drift along, though nearly 
all offices are filled with natives and Uncle Sam frames rules of 
conduct which are not onerous to the little brown brother. 
We 
talked a short time since with a man who has l>een quite instru­ 
mental in developing transportation in the Philippines, going there 
as a soldier when Manila was captured and remaining then* ever 
since. 
His thirty years’ residence in the islands gave him a splen­ 
did Insight into affairs and without any hesitation whatever he 
said the present government and methods should remain. 
'I bis 
man had married a native at the end of the war, hail children who 
were bright, well educated and active in matters pertaining to 
their own people and all were emphatic in their belief that govern­ 
ment as administered now was best for all concerned. 
He said 
that politicians and agitators w ho sought their own advancement 
clamored for independence right now, but that in bis own opinion 
the islanders were much better off under the rule of Uncle Sam. 
Opposed to this view we have the opinion of our own con­ 
gressman and the blasts of Borgh, also. 
Of late the Idaho senator 
has been falling behind in making the front page of the newspapc rs 
and it may be another way he has of regaining what he considers 
his rightful position before the people of this country. 
Frankly 
we are not concerned greatly as to tho disposition of the islands 
at this time. 
We know that after waging a bitter campaign in 
1900 for Filipino independence Bryan and the democratic part.v 
absolutely ignored the democratic position of 1900 on this same 
subject in 1912-16. 
If island independence was so necessary in 
19(H) we cannot understand why it made absolutely no appeal 
twelve years later when a democratic administration hadj full 
sway for eight years. 
Our present day politicians now claim the 
American farmer is being ruined by imports from the islands. 
We do not know. 
------------------o------------- 
The Forgotten Man 000 
Under the above heading an exchange calls attention to 
many men in every community in a way which should cause us to 
study our neighbor a bit and learn for ourselves just the true 
worth of the unassuming citizen who may live next door, but who 
demands and receives little attention. 
Every community contains 
many “forgotten men” and Brainerd no doubt has its full quota. 
Bead the art icle: 
“The Forgotten Man” is that individual who does an honest 
day’s work, pays his bills, brings up three or four children, in­ 
dulges himself in a pipe or an occasional cigar, keeps up a small 
savings account, never asks for charity from anyone, never gets 
into trouble with the police, never makes a speech or writes a let­ 
ter to the editor— in short, he’s the individual who keeps going on 
his own momentum, good times, bad times or indifferent times. 
When the hat is passed for down-and-outers, the Forgotten
